Giving the Children a Psalm of Life. 


HE school doors have opened, and every morning now, the children 
are trudging off to their lessons. And. when the children are sent 
to school, many parents consider that they hare performed their 
whole duty In this respect. Some there are to be snre who take an 


active interest in the children's lessons, watch their children's progress, 
and give heed to what they study to see It It fs ench as will develop and 
train them mentally. 
But many tntnk an this la trp to the teacher and 


the Board of Education. 
The mother sees that tbe children have a eah- 


stantial lunch, and that their clothes are as good as possible, and then 
she considers her duty done. The father pays his school taxes and com- 
placently considers his part of the performance ended. 


But it is not enough to send the children to school. Parents should 


take a keen interest In what the children get there. Upon the sort of 
education a child acquires, depends his whoto future welfare, and there 
is more to education than a knowledge of axithmetli: and spelling and 
geography. These are the foundations, but these should be used merely 
to give an outlook on. life. 
And II GrJs right ontlook is not secured, 


the child's education has not been all It should b«. If he comes from 
school knowing arithmetic and geography, bat with no true knowledge ol 
what awaits him fn the -world, nor with trained abntty to handle life's prob- 
lems, his education has only been partial. 


Yet today teachers are so hnrrted and rnshed with the material facta 


of education, that they have HttJe time for this Immaterial side. 
They 


must turn from geography to spelling, and from spelling to penmanship; 
and work as fast as they can, the hands ol the clock turn faster.' And 
the school day ends before they can ftnd time to porat from the actual facts 
of the studies in hand to their purposes, to draw the children's eyes 
from the pages of their text-books to the great scroll of life, and to show 
how these lessons now -will help them to understand better the lessons life 
has for them to learn. They may wish to pot tho education of the school- 
room in its proper relation to tbe education of life, but they may not 
have the time to take from the actual tasks before them to do this. And 
r.o it goes undone. And H*e chlMren drono over spelling and grammar 
and penmanship, and burst orrt of school as ont of prison. 


It Is when tills higher, troer stJJe ot education is not given at school, 


that the school work should be Bnpptenrented at home. 
Some one has 


said, "Let the mother believe that the sound mind In the sound body Is 
more to be valued than rienes; that a keen eye for color and form, a 
steady hand to gnide a pencil or tool, a mind alert, eager and reasona- 
ble; a heart that feels Its brotherhood with all living, growing things; 
a free, frank spee«h; a generous nature, and an honest tongue arc In 
themselves a Declaration of Independence and a Psalm of Life." 


It is thts sldo ot edacatlon that the parents should bring to a. child 


if he does not get It at school. 
Ltfe wOT be to him then, as he goes 


forward into it, a Joyous thing. He will be able to master its problems 
[Ic will have the key to its secrets. 


And we owe It to the children to start them on life's up-hill road 


with their physical and mental mnscles trained for the Journey.

The HcCracken well is making a fine

All present seemed to realize that In 


the coming; Constitutional convention 
a gre.it opportunity is afToided the peo- 
ple of Ohio to advance their commerce 
industry 
and 
social 
conditions, 
by 


presiding for a system of improved 
roads throughout the state. Last win- 
ter when Governor Harmon retoed tno 
law which would have provided about 
three million dollars per } ear for the 
construction of an Inter-County system 
of roads, it was thought that the Good 
Roads movement had received a set- 
back, but the governor's objections to 
the bill were well founded, even In tne 
estimation of Good Heads proponents, 
and It is for the purpose of overcom- 
ing these objections that the Constitu- 
tional amendment has been suggested.

sioners and trustees, the state will find 
itself 
benefltted 
from 
a thoroughly 


consistent and rapid improvement of 
its roads as a unit, under the specific 
super\-!sion of a capable State High- 
way department. The Federation takes 
the ground that the Investment of fifty 
millions in good roads throughout the 
Btate will bring a larger and quicker 
returns in Increase of business, greater 
development of natural resources, in- 
creased 
value of farm lands, better 


health and improved moral conditions 
for the people of the state, than any 
other similar investment that can be 
made by the state in national govern- 
ment. 
The Federation will endeavor
